This information will be received as 
glad tidings by the widows 
and orphans whose f ands were invested 
in Central railroad shares at a time 
when the management of that corpor~ 
ation was marked by liberality, progress 
and enlightenment.

have declared an annual dividend of 
ten per cent. last year.

that is to say, there has been an actual 
decrease in the business cf the 
Central line and its connections as 
compared with last year amounting to 
nearly two hundred thousand dollars.

The result 
ehas been the defeat of the Bourbons in almost 
every instance. The independent tickets were 
all anti-Bourbon.

It is said that the agent suc- 
ceeded in selling about 20 of these books in that 
little ““‘burg,” and the other day went down to 
deliver them and collectforthem It happened, 
however, that in looking through the book, one 
of the buyers discovered that his volume diff :r- 
ed very materially from those of his neighbors.

free of the slanderous statements cvntained in 
the edition intended for northern circulation. 

Upon making this discovery they were very 
much angered, and at once made for the agent. 
They seized him, made him refund theiz money, 
and then ordred him to evacuate, which he 
very promptly did. 

We undersia.d that he was very much aston- 
ished at seeing the volume intended for north- 
ern circulation in the hands of a southern 
Duyer, and said he couldn’t see why they ‘‘had 
sent that book down here.”’

Thisisonly an instance of what relia- 
ble men have to say every day «as they 
return from the west and gladly sattle once 
more in the homes of their fathers. It seems 
that when the western feyer strikes a man there 
is only one way to cure him, and that is to give

of the west, which will effectually convert his 
tastes. Yesterday, there was another nest of 
Georgia farmers taken away trom our good 
state. This time, most of them seemed not 
quite so radical in their western tendencies 

Twenty five left yesterday afternoon for Hen- 
derson county, Texas, where they intend to go 
to farming at once. On the same train that 
carried them, there were about fifteen emigrants 
for Texas, most of whom go to the vicinity of 
Houston. Asall their predecessors, they seem 
to be as hopeful as mortals ever are. Scarcelya 
day now passes but the same old etory is re~ 
peated. All the western trains are crowded and 
in a few months they will be again crowded 
with the same passengers coming back to Geor- 
gia. 

Most of the farmers who left yesterday were 
young men and about half of them carried thair 
families with them. The others will come bac*t 
for theirs when they make a fortune. The ma- 
jority of the emigrants now hastening westward 
from Georgia seeem tocome from the northern 
part of the state.
